This 
probability ig rendered well nigh certain, 
when we consider that these police returns 
respecting the Chinese have beea compiled at 
periods of popnlur excitement, aud in obe- 
dience to'a call from those known to bo 
hostile to these strangers. 


The Chinese have been charged with 
ruining European girls, I have never 
knuwu of such a case in’.thrte and tweaty 
years, bub I have ‘gathered by diligent 
inquiry that those of the women who 
ugsociate with thom, who are of abandoned 
character, had previously begun the down- 
ward path in the companionship of their own 
countrymen. ‘There are many indeed of 
such gad enses, but in what community,are 
they not found ? Can we blame the Chinese 
for affording an asylum to those whom we 
inconsiderately banish ? 7 


I have heard from the lips of many of 
these women testimony to the kindness of 
theif Chihese husbands and companions, 
and I believe that'in the great majority of 
cases the ounditiva of the women is im- 
proved; aa one pleasing ‘and well-attired 
young Englishwaman, whom I fouad euper- 
intending a well-ordered Chinesy house in 
a mining town, pithily expressed it, in reply 
to my inquiry of how the arrangement oume 
abuut, ' Sir, what was l todo?” =~ 


With regurd to the Chinese here who are se- 

arated from their wives, they ars very much 
entitled to our sympathy: This state is not 
of their own seeking. Most omigrants come 
out alone, What did the first English 
emigrants to Austrulia? Moreuver,.it is 
almost impussible to realize, much less tox 
understand, the extrume timidity of the 
Chinese, aud their women are simply child- 
re all their lives. ‘To this must be added 
a further consideration, viz., the paramount 
authority of the mother in China ns against 
the -husband.. Hongkong is only eighty 
miles from’Canton, and but half a mile from 
the mainland of China, in placo of 6000 
miles, whioh separates it from you, and yet 
very. few of the Chinese have thoir wives 
in Hongkong. . They are now only begin- 
ning to bring them stter waiting tor “forty 
years to see whether we were entitled to 
puch a mark of confidence. It is just the 
same -with the Parsees, Hindoos, and 
Mohamedans from India. ‘The difliculty of 
bringing Chifteso-women-is-immensely in- 
oreased by Government interfereuce. It is 
hurd for a man to run’the gauntlet of all 
the obstacles which are placed in his way ; 
it is ten times more difficult fur a woman, 
With the best intentions, but with Iament- 
able results, there has of late years been 
instituted « most crucial examinutiou. into 
the character and antecedents of all women 
who accompanied the Chinese emigrating to 
the colonies and to America, It is not fair 
to judge of any people by its emigrants. ° It 
would be peculiarly unfair to judge of the 
women of Chins by those whoare willing to 
acoompany their husbands to Australia, 
‘They would not, and ovuld not possibly be 
of the best, but these are better than none. 
The first sheep has always to be dragged 
through the wicket or over the stream, then 
.the others follow of themselves," Surely the 
rejection by the emigration authorities of 
women’ who’ present themselves uuder the 
protection of men seeking to emigrate, aud
